Dollar coins compoeed of equal values of gold and gilver at the 
present coinage ratio, the gold to be formed into @ geparate but compo- 
nent part of the proposed coin, the silver'to be fashioned into a rim 
enclosing and securely fastened to the gold, the dual coin to be of 
aout the same diameter as the present nalf dollar coin, and fo be 
stemped with such appropriete design as in his. judgement will be artis- 
tic end eppropriate. 

Five dollar coins mede upon the same principle, the proporticns of 
Bold and silver being such as to make o convenient and acceptable coin. 

Dimes made in accoreance with -the ancient device of an opening in 
the center, the purpose being. to provide « coin with the present amount 
of silver, but distinctive, larger in diameter, and more acceptable. 

Half cents made upon the safe principle as the dime, but distinct 


in character. 


Section 2. That the secretary of the Treasury be requested to 


meoke suggestions as to the changes. necessary in the other coins, should 


the proposed dual coins be adopted, in order that a congistent, evenly 


balanced ana Convenient system of Coinage may be provided for the use 


of the people of the United States. Thet he mate these suggestions any 


such other ones as he may desire, at his earliest Convenience, in order 


that the new coinage, if it should be ordered by Congress, may commence 


with the first year of the new century.

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Shall we have‘a coinage reform, aS 
well as a currency reform? 

In any plan for a currency reform, the 
change should commence at the very 
foundation of the currency, and that is 
the coinage. In fact, the reform of the 
coinage, giving to the people, as it will, 
an acceptable and a convenient metal 
currency fully equal to small trade de- 
mands, will materially aid in making the 
other reform a success. But if. our coin- 
age is wrong, the. superstructure built 
upon it will be defective also. 

Is our present coinage the best that 
could be devised? Are the coins with 
which we conduct the small business of 
the country entirely satisfactory? ‘lo 
even ask the question is to answer it in 
the negative. 

With two exceptions, 
three, our present coins are not ideal 
coins. They are either lumbering, or are 
otherwise unfit for the uses to which 
they have been put. The two important 
exceptions are the nickel and the alloyed 
cent. But then the nickel and the cent 
are both reformed coins, and express 
convenience instead of those questiona- 
ble qualities, intrinsic value and conven- 
tionality. 

In all conventional evils that have 
come down to us from our ancestors, it 
is usually supposed that an excuse for 
their continuance is as good as a reme- 


or, possibly, 


dy. If some flimsy reason can be ad- 
vanced why some desired reforms are 
not brought about, it settles the 


matter for all time to come, and the re- 
form itself is left to become the play- 
thing of some so-called cranks or luna- 
tics who are not satisfied, but who have 
no power to make their strictures any- 
thing more than irritating to the more 
contented masses of the people. These 
pray for nothing so much as to be let 
alone, and to be allowed to make their 
earthly pilgrimages unvexed by the va- 
ried unreformed evils of a slowly chang- 
ing world. They would rather carry 
cartwheel dollars and greasy pocket sou- 
venirs of wealth any day than to ask the 
government for cleaner or more conven- 
lent ones. Hence coinage reform still 
lags a full quarter of a century since the 
reformed five-cent piece and the penny 
took the -place of the elusive half-dime 
and the copper monstrosity called cur- 
rency at one time, through courtesy to 
our ancestors. f 

We have looked upon our cartwheel 
dollars and have felt the weight of them 
until the cartwheel measure of value has 
come to be looked upon as well nigh 
eternal. But although we deplore change 
so greatly, change does not spare us, We 
have long since come to the point where 
to be honest and conventional at the 
same time we must double the weight 
and size of our dollars, and thus we are 
compelled to either load our pockets or 
our consciences down.still more heavily 
with the rudimentary relics of conyen- 
tionality. Reform? It is a bitter medi- 
cine to some of us, to be sure, but the 
quicker we gulp it down the better we 
shall feel, and the less harried will be 
our consciences, 

What is the fair and logical solution 
of the coinage problem? It is a very 
simple one indeed—simply the applica- 
tion of a little common sense to the ques- 
tion in hand. If there are only two pos- 
sible solutions to any problem, it is evi- 
dent that one or the other of these must 
be adopted if we are to have any reform 
at all. And in this problem only two so- 
Jutions seem possiblé, Wither other met- 
als must be adopted to express measures 
of yalue not conveniently expressed by 
the present metals, or these must be 
combined in convenient forms, The first 
of these remedies is probably too radical 
to be considered, although it was the 
one adopted by the coinage reformers of 
the last generation in giving us the nick-

If we adopt this principle of making 
dual coins in the place of alloyed ones, 
all our difficulties seem to vanish. The 
dollar made upof the right proportional 
vaiues of gold and silver and made artis- 
tic as well as distinctive, would be the 
shopper’s delight and a joy forever. The 
half dollar canbe abandoned if the quar- 
ter dollar is made into a convenient coin 
—it requires butthree of them in making 
change for a ddlar—and the dime can be 
greatly improved by adopting the ancient 
device and coining it with a hole in the 
middle. The five dollar piece should also 
be made into adual coin, and this and 
the dollar, andpossibly the eagle also, 
could all be male of the same size and 
still each wouldbe distinctive. 'The dou- 
ble eagle must le larger, of course, and 
the quarter andthe dime smalier, while 
the nickel and the cent would naturally 
be left of thepresent size. By adopting 
these expediats the whole scale of our 
meney value would be expressed by 
eight coins, sarply distinctive in size or 
in character, ind in forms as simple and 
as convenientas heart could wish.

metals was discredited the ratio between 
gold and silver did not vary greatly, and 
this difference could well be accounted 
for in the usual temporary demand for 
one or the other of the metals for use in 
the arts, as well as by the abundance of 
new production. But when the metals 
are actually wedded together in one coin, 
the affinity between their standard coin- 
age values would be far greater than 
when there is no fixed proportion in the 
amounts of the metals to be coined. In 
dual coinage definite amounts must nec- 
essarily be called for, and when one 
metal is used the other must be also. 
Hence the proportional demand, as far 
as the coinage is concerned, will be a 
fixed one fairly well determined upon in 
advance, and all other demands will ina 
measure adjust themselves to this one. 

There is another important considera- 
tion to be borne in mind in connection 
with dual coinage. Even if the present 
coinage ratio is maintained the standard 
dollar, from being a fifty-cent dollar, will 
become a seventy-five-cent dollar at the 
very least, and one-half of the gap ‘be- 
tween coinage value and intrinsic value 
will be passed over. With such a long 
step in the right direction we could well 
wait, for a time at least, upon the result 
of the experiment in an ideal coinage, 
and until the relation of the value of sil- 
ver to this new coinage, and to the gen- 
eral laws of trade could be determined, 
before greatly disturbing the present 
coinage ratio. We seem to find no great 
difficulty in using all the silver that is 
mined now, although, of course, the price 
is lov. It is also a question if the new 
gold production is not cheapening gold in 
an almost equivalent ratio with Silver, 
and if by some miracle or by the greatly 
increased demand for silver in this new 
coinage the gap between the two metals 
could at once be passed over, if silver 
would not become equaly an accredited 
metal with gold, and this puzzling and 
even threatening problem be removed 
forever from the domain of politics. 

But none of these speculative questions 
should prevent us from obtaining a con- 
venient, and therefore an _ acceptable 
coinage at the earliest possible moment. 
We can safely leave all other questions 
to be answered in the light of experience; 
the coinage reform we should have at 
once. 

The American people are renowned for 
the promptness with which they accept 
and adopt new ideas that are unmistak- 
ably improvements upon the conventional 
ideas of our ancestors. Will the new 
century find our pockets filled with the 
beauty coins and the common sense dol- 
lars of an ideal coinage?

Dill Machine Co. The men who work 
on the machine know it, and the prover who weighs the 
planchets knows it best of all. In other words the 
Te GO. Dill does the draw-bench work and, as you are 
aware, one of our objects has been to get good rolls 
and abolish drawebench work. 

Now the T. C. Dill Coe, Inc., are the highest bidders- 
$16,200. The Waterbury Farrel Poundry and Machine Co. are 
the lowest bidders- $10,000, a very large difference, and the 
lowest bidders are a well known and reputable company; but it 
seems to me that in a matter of this kind cost is of very 
little invattmmee.

Agreeably to the request contained in your letter of 19th in- 
stant, I have prepared and herewith transmit, a form of license con= 
veying to the United States the right to use in the Philadelphia Mint 
a certain process for refining gold, together with the right or op- 
tion to use said process in other mints of the United States, as re- 
cited in said instrument. 7 

I have ascertained on inquiry at the Patent Office that the le- 
gal title of the patents covering the process is, so far as the rec- 
ords of that office show, still in the patentee, Emil Wohlwill; and 
I have accordingly inserted his name in the license as the licenser. 
If, however, it should appear on further investigation that some oth- 
er person, firm or corporation is in fact the legal owner of the pat- 
ent, the name of such person, firm or corporation onoata be substitu- 
ted for that of the licenser named in the license herewith. 

It is possible that the patentee has assigned the patents in 
question in whole or in part, and that he has Pailed to have the as- 
Signment recorded in the U. S. Patent Office, as provided by section 


4898 U. S. Revised Statutes and the amendatory act of March 3, L897; 


(29 Stats. Le 693). Tt is therefore important that you should def- 
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initely ascertain whether or not such is the fact, and if you find 
that the patents referred to have been assigned, you should require - 
before accepting a license from the assignee ~ that the assignment be 
duly recorded in the U. S. Patent Office. ad 

While a license need not be recorded to give it force and valid- 
ity, it is nevertheless advisable, in my judgment, that the license 
in this case be recorded.

On the occasion of the visit Mr. Assistant Secretary 
Vanderlip to this institution on the 19th ultimo we had | 
some conversation with reference to the medal department 
of this institution, comparing our work with the artistic 
work of the French mint- much to our disparagement. 

As a result of that conversation it was thought a proper 
thing to endeavor to improve the efficiency of our medal 
department by procuring in France, if possible, one skilled 
workman and an artist=- competent to do first class wore 
and who has full knowledge of the methods employed in the 
French mint. 

I allude particularly to the coating or wash given the 
medals which has the effect of giving the medal a peculiar 
shading. 

It would be necessary, also, that this artist have the 
necessary authority from the French authorities to impart 
to us the different secret processes used in the manufacture 


of these medals, 
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(2) 

In conversation with M. Edouard Pesoli, the French 
Consul, on this subject, he suggested to me that it 
would be well, as a preliminary, to have inquiries 
made of the French government on this subject through 
our diplomatic representatives. 

It is quite certain that we need considerable in- 
struction- both as to workmanship and artistic skill, 
in the medal departmente 

It is also quite certain that the French do the best 
work of this character. I, therefore, would suggest 
that the inquiries, as suggested to me by M. Pesoli, be 
made as a preliminary to any further steps that may be 
takene

Referring to my letter of the 19th ultimo in regard to the 
establishment of a branch of the British Royal Mint at Vancouver, 
I have the honor to inform you that the Consul at Vancouver in 
his despatch No.313 of November 26 reports as follows, viz:"Stren— 
uous efforts are being made by the Board of Trade,the city gov— 
ernment and by the citizens of Vancouver,to secure the establish— 
ment of a branch mint in this city. As I have before informed 
the Department ,there are others who claim that the establishment 
of a branch of the Royal Mint of England,in Canada ,would be a 
violation of the Dominion Act of 1867,and that the right of coin— 


age is a perogative of the Canadian,and not of the English Govern— 
ment Ss. 


Those who advocate the establishment of a branch mint here 
claim that prospectors,coming from the Klondike and other dis— 


tricts of Canada producing precious metals,are now obliged to 


take 
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le 


take their product to Seattle in order to make an immediate 

sale of the same. The assay office established here, only assays 
and gives the value of the gold brought it and the miner mst 

then make his own negotiations with some bank before he can re— 
ceive payment for his dust and nuggets. 

At the assay office in Seattle, very nearly the entire value 
is paid dow at once and as soon as the assay is complete the 
balance is immediately paid. The merchants thus believe that 
Seattle is thereby given a very great advantage over Vancouver, 
because miners prefer to go there and dispose of their gold im- 
mediately ,rather than to come here and await its assay and sub— 
sequent sale, and the merchants of this city therefore ,believe 
that the Seattle merchants secure a trade which they believe 
belongs to them. In this connection I respectfully ask that 
you will refer to my annual report,recently submitted, in which 
I have discussed this matter at some greater length."

The Committee on Coinage, Weights, and Measures, to whom was 
submitted House bill 10698, having considered the same, respectfully 
report as follows: i 

The purpose of said bill is to amend the existing law relative to the 
exchange of gold bars for coin. Under the law of May 26, 1882 (see 22 
Stat. L., p. 97), the superintendents of the coinage mints and the 
United States assay office, in New York, were authorized to receive 
United States gold coin from any holder thereof in sums not less than 
5,000, and to pay and deliver in exchange therefor gold bars in value 
equaling such coin so received. The law of 1891 amending the act of 

. 1882 provides that these superintendents may make the exchange 
‘‘ with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, but not other- 
wise,” and contains also the following: 


Provided, That the Secretary of the Treasury may impose for such exchange a 
charge which, in his judgment, shall equal the cost of manufacturing the bars. 


Section 4 of the act of 1891 also repeals the act of May 26, 1882, so 
far as it relates to this subject. : 

The Secretaries of the Treasury have construed the act of 1891 to be 
mandatory, and since its passage have imposed a charge, when exchang- 
ing bars for gold coin, suflicient to cover the cost of making the bars. 
sy upee Seems to be good reason why this change in the law should not 

e made, 

Whenever gold is required for manufacturing purposes or for ship- 
ment it is desirable that it should go in the form of bars instead of coin. 
When the same amount of gold costs more in bars than in new coin the 
result is that shippers will prefer to take the coin. 

If this charge was not made the shipper would prefer to have gold 
bars, and the Government would prefer to let him have the gold bars, 
because there is not represented the cost of coining. It is really

A large amount of gold is used annually for manufacturing pur- 

oses. One manufacturer of spectacles is said to have melte down 
$500,000 worth of gold coin last year. Gold coin was used because a 
premium was charged for bars. As a rule gold bars are preferred by 
the trade to gold coin, but the preference is not strong enough to 
overcome the charge made for the bars at the mints. 

The proposed amendment to the law would, in the judgment of the 
committee, effect two purposes: 

First, the shipment of bars instead of coin when the gold is exported. 

Second, it would to a large extent prevent the melting down of the 
coin for manufacturing purposes. 

In these ways the Government would be benefited to the extent of 
the cost of coining the bars, which is a large sum each year. 

The desirability of the gold bars, both for export and for manufac- 
turing purposes, might enable the Secretary of the Treasury at times 
to obtain a slight premium for them, but in the judgment of the com- 
mittee this is but an additional reason for placing the matter of the 
charge entirely in the discretion of the Secretary. 

The committee therefore recommend the passage of the bill.

The demand for minor coins is so great and so persistent 
that the Mint in Philadelphia, whicn now is alone authorized 
to coin, is not able to furnish at all times promptly an ade- 
quate supply, without extra hours. This demand is increasing 
on the Pacific slope, as well as in other parts of the country, 
and transportation in the former region of the nickel pieces 
and the bronze pieces is very costly. 

The public convenience will be subserved, and economy se= 
cured, by authorizing the Mint in San Francisco to coin five 
cent nickels and one cent bronzes, as the demand may require. 

The suggestion is submitted that congress be asked to cone 
fer at an early day such authority upon the San Francisco Mint. 
A bill for that purpose was passed by the Senate at the last 
session, but failed in the House of Bepredenvatives:
